Saturday's special election brought 
out a light vote in Wise county, a 
little more than half of the county's 
voting strength being accounted for. 
Contrary to expectations, the contest 
between Ferguson and Mayfield did 
not develop into th© rip-roaring fight 
at the “show down.” 
Hundreds of 
farmers did not go *o the polls, and 
the towns did not furnish their full 
quota of voters. 
There were three 
thousand five hundred and forty-six 
votes cast In the county, this num­ 
ber being voted in the Terrell-Gar- 
rett race for state treasurer. 
Ferguson carried Nichol, Keeter, 
Park Springe, Opal, Newark, Allison 
and Blewett by small majorities. 
Park Spring* wag the first box to 
report a Ferguson victory after the 
polls closed Saturday night. 
The 
Fergusan vote at Blewett was three 
to one, and Keeter reported eleven 
to six. Mayfield “cteaned up” in the 
heavy boxes, carrying the two Deca­ 
tur princincts by overwhelmning ma­ 
jorities. Alvord gave him 256 to 73; 
Bridgeport, 460 to 132; 
Paradise, 
190 to 45; 
Chico, 
304 to 67; 
Rhome and Doyd rolled up 208 votes 
for Mayfield against Ferguson’s 63 
In the two boxes. 
In the state treasurer’s race, In 
which a Decatur man, C. V. Terrell, 
was a contender, a ©umber of boxes 
in the county made a poor showing 
for the home man. 
Pella gave Ter­ 
rell 9 and Garrett 7; and Nichol gave 
a majority to Garrett, as did Park 
Springs, Prairie Point, Opal and Par­ 
adise the last named box giving the 
Dallas county man almost two to one 
over the Wise county man.

gave Terrell 197 and Garrett IOO; 
Chico voted Terrel 193 and Garrett 
165; 
in North an i South Decatur 
boxes, Terrell decisively defeated his 
opponent, polling 791 votes to Gar­ 
rett’s 239.

Showings in Sooth Part 
of County Promise 
Big Production 


Showings from the Michigan well, 
in the Anneville community, are at­ 
tracting the attention of the oil fra­ 
ternity this week. The well is below 
fifteen hundred feet ana the forma­ 
tion is promising, state oil men who 
have been watching the well. 
Mr. 
Ford, who has charge of the drilling 
of the well, is an experienced man in 
the oil game, and he told a Messen­ 
ger representative that he was well 
pleased with the progress and he felt 
confident that the Michigan would be 
a surprise to the “Doubtin’ Thomas­ 
es” in this section. 
The best geolo­ 
gists in the state selected the Mich­ 
igan’s location, and without inuch- 
ado the drillers have been sending 
the rotary down, until now the well 
is below fifteen hundred feet, and 
boring in a hard blue shale forma­ 
tion. ’A sand was passed in this well 
at eleven hundred feet. 
It is the 
opinion of some that the Michigan 
will prove up a shallow field in Wise 
county. 
Work on the Carey is suspended, 
awaiting advices from Roanoke, Vir­ 
ginia, parties. 
The cave in this well 
has beta! the cause of serious trouble 
in prosecuting drilling and it will be 
necessary to put in another lin« of 
casing. The drill was put down with­ 
in eight feet of the bottom of the 
hole Monday, but a heavy cave buried 
the tools, which were sated by heroic 
efforts on the part of the crew. 
Work on the new Keystone derrick 
will commence this morning. 
This 
<Lerrjck*wiU be a hundred and twelve 
feet high. 
The new Keystone well 
will be drilled with a rotary rig. 
Mr. Hunter, who is associated with 
Mr. Scott in the new Keystone well, 
arrived in the city Wednesday. 
The following is taken from Wed­ 
nesday's Fort Worth Star-Telegram: 
“It was a Fort Worth man who 
first had a vision .hat oil in ample 
quantities existed in Wise county 
near the Carey well which now gives 
indications that an oil field may be 
established. Thirteen years ago C. C. 
Bradford, then of Fort Worth, and 
his associates conceived 
the notion 
that oil was to b«? found in Wise 
county. 
They formed a small com­ 
pany and proceeded to drill with a 
rotary rig. 
When down twenty-one 
hundred feet the project was aban­ 
doned without results of any magni­ 
tude being attained 
“But according to W. B. Bradford, 
son of the original driller, who. witn 
his father, is operating in Wise coun­ 
ty, an oil sand free of water was 
found at eighteen hundred feet. The 
son had, in his possession while in 
Fort 'NYorth Tuesday from Decatur, 
county seat of Wise county, a log of 
tho oil well which he ~ said* 
cured from the reb id s kept at the 
state capitol. 
“According to Bradford, the Carey 
wcll.^which found a showing of oil 
several weeks ago, has been delayed 
drilling in because of a bailer which 
had become fastened in the hole and 
had to be drilled out. This, he said, 
was almost completed and the well 
should shortly be grilled in* 
“ ‘It* has required 3,500 feet of 
water in the hole to keep the gas 
pressure down/ Bradford said, ’and 
in spite of that only a few nights ago 
it came near blowing out. When the 
oil sand was reached at 3,960 feet 
a heavy flow of gas encountered, and 
the well has made several flows of 
oil, tho it is only twenty-four inches 
in the sand/ ”

FIND PRE-HISTORIC 
BEAST’S SKELETON 


The News is in receipt of a com­ 
munication from D. O. Butler, the 
popular and prosperous merchant- 
f armer! at Pella, under date of Aug­ 
ust 21st, in which he states that he 
and Messrs. Greg* and H. L. Ash­ 
worth last Sunday unearthed a por­ 
tion of the skeleton of an enormous­ 
ly large mastodon. 
The find was 
made in a ditch on the farm of Mr. 
Ashworth, and consisted of a portion 
of the foreleg from the knee to the 
shoulder and a tooth, at a depth of 
about eighteen feet. 
The leg measured five feet in 
length and thirty-seven inches in cir­ 
cumference, and the tooth was twen­ 
ty-three inches around the cap. 
Fig­ 
uring that the animal was built some­ 
thing like a horse, Mr. Butler figures 
that it probably was eighteen feet 
high, 
thirty-eight 
feet 
long 
and 
weighed about five tons. In his fur­ 
ther speculations, he figures that it 
would have required something like 
five tons of feed and four barrels of 
water to satiate the appetite and 
thirst of the beast at one sitting. 
It is thought that the balance of 
the remains of this mastodon are 
nearby where these two specimens 
were found, and as the interest in 
the same is quite acute In that local­ 
ity, we may expect to hear more 
about it later.— Alvord News.

n home life is in a state 
__ chaos, and the ^nurch must take 
note of the fact in some way other 
than merely personal exhortation on 
the subject, declares a report on the 
average American family life drawn 
up by the National Council of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church. 
The 
report— resented in some quarters as 
a slander on the majority of Ameri­ 
can homes— is to be officially pre­ 
sented at the forty-seventh triennial 
convention of the Episcopal church at 
Portland, Oregon, in September, and 
the commission will ask that it be 
made the basis of propaganda direct­ 
ed toward remedying the “discordant 
home life of the American people.” 
Among other things, the report rec­ 
ommends that “tbe> criminal, feeble­ 
minded and morally vicious be pre­ 
vented from propagating their kind,” 
and ateo urges an “insistance on 
health certificates as an antecendent 
ta marriage.” 
Poor wages and insufficient leisure 
for mental, moral and spiritual cul­ 
ture are deplored 
as preventable 
causes of unhappy married life, and 
the lax divorce laws are scathingly 
indicted as being rosponsible for “ in­ 
creasing 
throngs 
in 
the 
divorce 
courts, 
weeping 
women, 
unhappy 
men, orphaned children •— orphaned 
not by God’s will, but by the selfish­ 
ness of parents.” 
But the root of 
the family problem is found to lie 
in “the lack of religion in the home,’’ j 
and the report declares “it is para­ 
lyzing to think of the average Ameri­ 
can family going on from the rising 
of the sun to the retiring hour as if 
God had no existence. 
Sunday is a 
day for extra sleep, motoring, Sunday 
papers in many volumes, comic sup­ 
plements. 
lf Amexican children are 
not taught of God in the schools, and 
He is unnamed in the home, what can 
we expect but th a t at this moment 
the United States is actually develop­ 
ing into a non-christian nation?” The 
commission states that it has given 
thought to these awd. other sociologi­ 
cal and economic conditions as they 
affect the family, and is convinced 
that “the final remedy for all is the 
bringing of the home under the do­ 
minion of Christ.” 
It notes hope­ 
fully that “ the great curse of drink 
has been throttled. 
Commercializa­ 
tion of vice is passing. 
Even war is 
going the way of human slavery, po­ 
lygamy, and other creatures of the 
night. 
All abuses finally yield to the 
resolute advance of the christian con­ 
science. 
Therefore, we would con­ 
centrate upon the one essential thing 
— making the home christian, believ­ 
ing that thereby all economic prob­ 
lems will in time be solved.” 
As it 
is, continues the r< port: 
“Where family l.fe is dishonored, 
wedding, unfaithfulness lightly re­ 
garded, parental responsibility neg- 
nected, filial respect and obedience 
slighted, there, we may be sure, so­ 
ciety is rotten at the core. 
We trem ­ 
ble for the future of a state or nation 
where lax theories concerning domes­ 
tic life gain ground.

York Morning Telegraph declares it 
to be not only inconsistent with the 
truth, but contrary to sound morals. 
This paper finds ii “hard to believe 
that men presumably intelligent and 
sufficiently prominent to be selected 
as delegates to a national convention 
of the church could be induced to 
attach their names to a slander so 
unjust to the vast majority— more 
than ninety per cent— of American 
homes,” and declares: 
“The average American home is 
not in a state of chaos. 
The home 
in a state of chaos, is so exceptional 
that it invariably becomes a com­ 
munity scandal. 
There never has 
been in the history of the world a 
time when the average parent is as 
considerate of his children and as 
anxious to see them get on as he is 
today; 
there never has been a time 
when children had so many advan- 
tcl§0S. 
“If the delegates to this national 
convention d on’t know this, and if 
they accept the report of the council, 
then indeed we fenr that one factor 
in the great social organization is 
decadent, but it isn’t the American 
family.”— The Literary Digest.

Whenever in the existence of its 
proper function the supreme court 
decides that the national congress has 
exceeded its constitutional powers in 
passing a given law, some of those 
persons who believe that the law in 
question is ju st and desirable cry 
aloud for the liberation of congress 
from the restraint of the judiciary. 
So some recent decisions of the court 
have been followed by the proposal 
that the constitution be amended so 
that congress by a two-thirds m ajor­ 
ity can make effective a law th at the 
supreme court has jet aside as un 
constitutional. 
Few of those who 
support that proposal understand the 
serious effect that it would have on 
our system of govei jm ent. 
They are 
interested in particular legislation, 
eager for the nation at large to adopt 
it at once and impatient of any d i­ 
stinction or delay. 
But there is 
something else more im portant in- 
; volved in their proposal. 
If we are 
| to have a federal ..ystem, some sub- 
! jects of state, legislation m ust be 
strictly reserved to the state legis­ 
latures and forbidden to the national 
congress. 
If we aip to be governed 
by a written constitution, there, must 
be some one charged with determin­ 
ing whether in particular cases the 
provisions of the constitution have 
been observed. 
The proposed amend­ 
ment, altho sincerely intended merely 
to insure the prompt fulfillment of 
the people’s will, would open the door 
to endless usurpations of power by 
congress. 
It would be more straight­ 
forward to abolish the written con­ 
stitution, to establish our system of 
government, like that of Great Brit­ 
ain. on acts of congress and to ex­ 
tend the power of congress over the 
entire field of legislation. 
We do not belieie that thai would 
be a wise thing to do, or that many 
people want to see it done. 
Our local 
and state governments ought not to 
be deprived of any authority and in­ 
fluence that they now have. 
Political 
liberty, which is what our fathers 
were chiefly anxious to establish and 
what we have been taught we ought 
to maintain, will be safe only while 
local self-government is strong and 
vigorous. 
When e*. erything is con 
trolled and directed from Washington 
the downfall of the republic will have 
begun. 
Any good law that congress can 
be induced to pass the state legisla­ 
tures will enact if public opinion de­ 
mands it. 
Any amendment that de­ 
liberately transfers from the court to 
congress the interpretation of the 
constitution would create a political 
revolution, the magnitude of which 
those who propose it hardl\ under­ 
stand. 
“To what purpose,” asked 
John Marshall in one of his great 
decisions, “are powers limited, and 
to what purpose art those limitations 
committed to writing, if those limits 
may at any time be passed by those 
intended to be restrained? 
Either 
the constitution controls any legisla­ 
tive act repugnant to it, or the leg­ 
islature may alter the constitution 
by an ordinary act. 
If the latter be 
true, written constitutions are absurd 
attempts on the part of the people to 
limit a power in its own nature il­ 
limitable.” 
Before we throw over the consti­ 
tution, with all the restraints and 
limitations on the immediate power 
of government that the framers de­ 
liberately wrote into lr, ret us remem­ 
ber that Abraham Lincoln said of 
the system it created: 
“Whoever re­ 
jects it does of necessity fly to anar­ 
chy or to despotism.” 
And tho we might fly to one or 
the other alternative, the consequenc­ 
es would be none the less disas­ 
trous.— The Youth’s Companion.

How the modern school ministers 
to the bodily well-being of its stu­ 
dents as well as their mental training 
is described in The Nation’s Health, 
by William B. Ittner, a St. Louis 
architect,

school buildings in that city and 
many others. 
Not 40 long ago, Mr. 
Ittner notes, gymnasiums and exten­ 
sive play grounds for elementary 
schools were considered extravagant, 
out of place. 
Swimming pools and 
showers in any kind of school would 
have staggered tax-payers. Now gym­ 
nasiums and showers are becoming 
as common as class-rooms. 
Even el­ 
ementary school an* installing swim­ 
ming pools; 
and any community 
building without full play ground 
accommodations is a back number; 
These, with the school auditorium, 
nature study, science laboratories and 
gardens afford excellent means for 
the accumulation M id dissemination 
of health facts. 
We read further: 
“It is only necessary to enumerate 
a few of the actual health activities 
of the public schools to convince even 
the ultra-conservati ve that the school 
people, administrators, teachers, and 
parents are launching a vigorous of­ 
fensive against the cause of physical 
deterioration as well as carrying on 
aggressive measures to safeguard and 
promote the health of all children. 
Special studies are being made of the 
best lighting, 
heating, 
ventilation, 
sanitation, 
and 
safety of 
schools. 
Wholesome, 
sanitary, 
sunny 
and 
cheerful environments are being de­ 
manded for work, study, and play 
quarters. 
School-operating schedules 
are being devised so that pupils may 
move about occasionally. 
The mova­ 
ble type of equipment which has 
freed children front the rigid atmos­ 
phere of the old-time school room 
and encouraged free movement is 
another step toward better hi alfa. 
The attem pt to male. 4 thool lit*3 nmte 
like real living has resulted in a va­ 
riety of activities, a variety of in­ 
terests, consequently a balanced life. 
The daily play ground and gymna­ 
sium activities as part of curricula 
activities, together with the various 
recreational attractions offered 
by 
the school, almost continuously aid 
immeasurably in raising the health 
standard. 
The pet iodic physical ex­ 
aminations, the special examinations, 
and the correctivem easures develop­ 
ed to aid individuals to overcome 
physical deficiencies all tend to give 
to every child a full and natural de­ 
velopment and indicate, beyond a 
doubt that children today may go to 
school to get well. 
The preventive 
measures 
taken 
for checking 
the 
spread of contagioi and exterminat­ 
ing the sources of health dangers are 
not only safeguards to the school, 
but to the entire community. 
“All of these activities and innum- 
| erable other related ones indicate at 
’ once that there has come a change 
! in the fundamental consideration is 
| education. 
Health has become an 


I educational objective. 
“The more immediate causes for 
the change in fundamentals and vital 
considerations of our public educa­ 
tion are easily detected. 
Social and 
industrial changes have forced chang­ 
es in educational thought and prac­ 
tice. 
Scientific experiments, educa­ 
tional surveys and research have de­ 
veloped a more scientific attitude 
toward educational procedure. 
We 
know that children "an not learn un­ 
less they are in a proper condition 
to learn. 
We know now that physi­ 
cal, mental and moral health is a 
fundamental in the learning process. 
By far the most pronounced cause in 
educational awakening has been the 
shock of the world war’s revelations. 
The painful' statistics regarding the 
physical defects of our drafted men 
constituted the most effective weapon 
in compelling the attention ot the en­ 
tire nation to preventive and reine- 
I dial measures in e«ny life. 
i 
“ Every school environment should 
be a model for health. 
No specific 
part of the school plant, is more in­ 
viting, more stimulating to the youth 
I of all ages, than large and well­ 
equipped cutdoor play quarters. 
“Two acres at least are required 
for phy ical education, such as ball 
games and the free and competitive 
exercises. 
“Health activities within the build­ 
ing usually include gymnasium ex­ 
ercises, physical examination, medi­ 
cal inspection, and instruction in per­ 
sonal and community hygiene. 
The 
scope of these activities varies all the 
way from the schools where practi­ 
cally all the work is developed by 
one physical director to the large 
| complete schools where many special­ 
ists, 
such 
as 
physical 
examiners, 
nurses, gymnasium, swimming, and 
athletic instructors aie employed, and 
the physical activities diversified so 
that the varying needs of differential 
groups may be met. 
Aside front the general school en­ 
vironment, and the physical educa­ 
tion group, the workshops and labor­

health-promotion facilities. 
“The indoor and outdoor physical 
education activities together with the 
supplementary health work of shops, 
laboratories, and class rooms may be 
unified and crystallized in the school 
auditorium. The movies, health dem- 
I onstrations, and special' visits from 


I the city health corps and other con- 
I stitute an impetus to the actual phy- 
1 sical education work in the school 
which is scarcely possible in other 
ways.

! space for student congregation, is the 
natural center in the school for the 
various discussions on personal and 
community hygiene, for the organi­ 
zation of health p -omoting student 
bodies, and for distribution of all 
health literature.”— Literary Digest.

simple 
trouble 
brought -m by a combination of heavy 
feeding, 
consequent 
high 
condition, 
and a sluggish, lymphatic system. The 
former is to la* desired, but the latter 
is nor. 
Congestion will usually yield 
readily to a preparatory dose of salts 
and laxative feed, together with an 
occasional ounce dose of saltpetre in 
the drinking water. 
Exercise, i#tr- 
tieularly previous to calving, hut after 
calving as well, is also beneficial. 
To prevent congestion of tile udder 
developing into inflammation and gar­ 
get. avoid standing cow in draughts 
and milk often, rubbing the udder 
gently with camphorated ointment aft­ 
er each milking. 
If there is any in­ 
dication of more serious trouble de- 
■eloping. give the cow a strong laxa­ 
tive (Epsom salts I % pounds, molas­ 
ses I cup, and ginger I ounce), fol­ 
lowed after purging ceases by daily 
ounce dose of saltpetre, at the same 
time bathing the udder with hot water 
for 15 to 20-minute periods, finally 
drying it and rubbing with camphorat­ 
ed ointment and petrolatum. 


8 PER CENT COTTON 
ACREAGE INCREASE 


Cotton acreage in Texas this year 
has increased eight per cent over 
last year, and the condition of the 
cotton crop is seventy-one per cent 
normal, according to a report com­ 
piled by R. E. Yantis, statistician of 
the Texas department of agriculture. 
"This condition is based on re­ 
ports received from July 25th to Au­ 
gust 1st.” said Mr. Yantis. 
"The ac 
taal condition at this time is not 
more than sixty-seven per cent as 
indicated by reports reaching this 
department since August 1st, which 
were not used in tins tabulation. 
"The next two weeks will show a 
still greater deterioration, unless 
general rain falls in the next few 
days in time to save the late cotton. 
"Our reports indicate a cotton ac 
reage of 10,196,OGO acres,” contin 
lied Mr. Yantis, "while the govern­ 
ment 
reports 
indicate 
12,312,000 
which is, in my juogment, too high. 
"The government estimate of pro­ 
duction for Texas is 3,705,000 bales, 
while our figures, based on one 
fourth of a bale *<er acre, will give 
2,509,000 bales, or one-third of a 
bale to the acre will give 3,398,000 
bales. 
Present conditions do not 
warrant a 3,OOO,woo bale crop in 
Texas. 
The government’s estimate 


I for the entire sou.h is 11,449,000 
bales. 
Recent reports from commis­ 
sioners of agriculture of Georgia, 
Florida, South Carolina, Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Louisiana indicate a 
heavy damage by boll weevil and a 
production not exceeding that of last 
3 ear. 
These reports together with 
conditions in Texas, indicate a crop 
not exceeding 10,500,000 bales. The 
j crop will be short, a big crop is im- 
j possible.” 


It was pointed **ut by Mr. Yantis 
that in gathering cotton reports, the 
state was divided into five groups, 
and the report compiled from infor­ 
mation received from several thous­ 
and correspondents representing two 
hundred and twenty-one counties in 
Texas, with one tc. ten reports from 
each county, and from direct infor­ 
mation from the field men of the 
department of agriculture. These re­ 
ports came from presidents and sec­ 
retaries of farm ers’ institutes, coun­ 
ty agents, commissioners, bankers, 
merchants and individual farmers. 
"The last report received indicates 
(hat the drouth is very serious in 
many counties,” added Mr. Yantis, 
"and that cotton and ail late feed 
crops are suffering and that the yield 
will be much shorter than estimated 
ten days ago.”

WASTE GRAINS ARE 
UTILIZED BY GEESE 


Geese touch flanks with chickens 
in utilizing waste grains about the 
stables and feeding pens. In a larger 
measure than chickens or any other 
kind of poultry, they are grazing 
stock, taking their living in a large 
part from the ordinary grasses of the 
pastures. 
When the facts are taken 
into consideration that the demand 
for geese is strong, steady and ex­ 
tending over practically the whole 
year, not confined to certain holiday 
seasons as the demand for turkeys is, 
and that their value as egg-proaucers 
is considerable, the importance of a 
few geese on a general farm becomes 
apparent. 
Geese, in common with ducks, are 
utilizers of forms of food confined to 
ponds and streams, but they are in 
that particular excelled by ducks. 
On farms where ponds or streams are 
available ducks will convert into 
meat and eggs gieat quantities of 
water insects and various aquatic 
forms that would not be used by any 
other kind of poultry. 
Ducks, while 
they consume mucn grass and other 
green stuff, and are more partial to 
animal feeds, and very energetic in 
patroling the branches, creeks and 
ponds as sources of food supply, say

W hat we should do is look to the 
application of the ounce of preven­ 
tion rather than the pound of cure 
The malady is deep-seated and it is 
all im portant to ascertain th e .cause 
by any diagnosis possible. 
“I shall undertake to show that 
our chief cause for alarih has its 
source, first in the general belief 
am ong too many foreign born and 
am ong a few natives, th a t liberty in 
Am erica is synonym ous w ith liber­ 
tine; 
and second, in a total lack of 
racial sympathy for the principles of 
our forefathers as exem plified in the 
foundation of this governm ent. 
“The em ulation of these higher 
ideals of our forefathers m ust and 
does rest upon leaders of thought and 
the innate racial sym pathy for Amer­ 
ican institutions. 
“Laws are enacted to control ex­ 
isting apprehended conditions. 
Un­ 
less they are enforced they control 
nothing. 
An unenforced law is not 
only a vain thing, but is a dangerous 
thing and becomes an active poison 
to political bodies. 
Lack of power 
o r lack of will to enforce either is a 
dangerous admission for the state. 
T he m ere appearance of such weak­ 
ness as to one law naturally suggests 
and encourages the belief th a t it ob- 
t ut s cis to others, and, therefore, ex 
tends throughout 
our 
government 
fabric. 
“There are now m ore than ever 
before persons who are restrained 
only by the bonds th e law imposes. 
The noble purpose and m ajesty of the 
law are quite outside their concep­ 
tion or concern. 
L et them but sus­ 
pect an unwillingness or an inability 
to punish and they leap th ru the net 
of laws about them, as thru a web 
spun by a spider which has no sting. 
Punishm ent they do not fear if rea­ 
sonably certain and im m ediate. 
“W e perhaps already 
have too 
m any statutory laws. 
W e need no 
extensions to our constitutions, but a 
few changes to make them conform 
to m odern needs. 
In fundam ental 
law, needed changes arise m ore fre­ 
quently in democracies than in other 
form s of government. 
A democracy 
is a form of governm ent in which the 
suprem e power is restained by the 
people and exercised either directly 
or indirectly th ru a system of repre­ 
sentation and delegated authority pe­ 
riodically renewed. 
In m odern rep­ 
resentative democracies as the United 
S tates and France, tho the governing 
body is a m inority or the total popu­ 
lation, the principle on which the 
governm ent is based is popular sov­ 
ereignty. 
“It follows that .'n a democracy, 
such as ours, the success attained, 
m ust from the very nature of the 
system depend to a sreat extent upon 
th e ability and integrity of the lead­ 
ers chosen to represent sovereignty in 
each of the three cardinal branches 
of our government. 
“ It has been said that a democracy 
is the ideal form of government, yet 
it is the most dangerous as from its 
very nature it depends entirely upon 
th e quality of the majority of its cit­ 
izenship. 
“If our government is never to per­ 
ish from the earth it must depend not 
upon wars success.ally fought nor 
upon the adequate equipment of the 
mind and heart of its population in 
the ideals apd duties of a citizen, who 
hold the bdillot as the sacred sceptre 
of authority. 
It means service above 
Seif ultim ately. 
“A reckless bestowal of citizenship 
upoil undeserving m illions of aliens 
of inferior culture and ed ucation.of 
any race who have not our ideals, has 
gradually caused thinking Americans 
to become alarm ed. Many Americans 
do not know that less than one-third 
of g reater New York’s five million 
population are native born Ameri­ 
cans. 
Boston is no longer Puritan, 
th ree centuries after it was founded. 
“T here are sinister forces at work, 
led by designing men who have no 
sym pathy for our institutions. 
They 
have taken advantage of unsettled 
conditions, due alm ost wnoiiy lo arter 
w ar conditions, to produce a state of 
chaos, such as would allow the prin­ 
ciples of socialism or w hat is infin­ 
itely worse— Bolshevism— to under­ 
m ine our institutions; 
for they well 
know th at democracies constitute the 
great barrier against Bolshevism and 
world chaos— where all men would 
really be equal to the sam e thing and 
equal to nothing. 
There were more 
m urders committCvd in the city of 
Cleveland. Ohio, last year than in all 
the Dominion of Canada! 
“We are facing grave questions. 
They threaten the integrity and per­ 
petuation of our institutions, if no- 
the very existence of the republic 
We belong not onlj to ourselves but 
to the world. 
We can not rest upon 
our past, decided end glorious as ii 
is. 
It is the future with which we 
are concerned. The conditions of life 
are ever changing and the experienc. 
of ihe fathers are rarely the experi 
once of the sons. 
The questions pre 
souled to us are not the founding o 
a great nation, bu1 the prewrvfttlot 
ot one already founded. 
The social 
est says America is not even demo­ 
cratic because the peopb are not a1) 
the same. 
Put when did democracy 
guarantee the similarity ot people 
and grade mankind down to a dead 
level! 
Democracy does declare and 
guarantee this: 
“That men 
unequal 
in 
abilities 
shall be equal in tneir rights to de­ 
velop their capacities. 
The instance 
in this country where the poor and 
lowly— such 
as 
Franklin, 
Andrew' 
Jackson and Lincoln— rose to emi­ 
nence and fame, are not mere acci­ 
dents. 
They are the best proof of 
an equality among men in the only 
sense in which equality is possible— 
equality of opportunity. 
“F or leadership we must look to 
those men who, while they respect 
th e past for guidance and the good 
it has produce, believe th a t the pres­ 
ent and future are all im portant—

“Am ericans are accustom ed to re­ 
g ard a republican form of govern­ 
m ent as a natural condition. 
That 
such a government is m ortal and can 
die, is a thought so entirely foreign 
to our people that it is folly to even 
discuss it. 
A glance a t history does 
not lend encouragem ent to this cheer­ 
ful view. 
Our republic, tho the best 
yet devised by hum an effort, is not 
th e first nor the oldest. 
We have 
lasted on« hundred and thirty-nine 
years; 
Athens with m any interm is­ 
sions lasted nine hundred years; 
Florence lasted three hundred years; 
Venice lasted eleven hundred years, 
and Rome five hundred years. These 
republican governm ents have long 
since passed away and some are lit­ 
tle rem em bered. 
“ The laws of Rome w ere many and 
good. 
In fact the Ju stin ia n Code is 
said to be the most perfect system of 
law s ever devised by m an. 
Yet Rome 
ro tted and fell even w hile the code 
was in operation. 
The law s were all 
sufficient, but the h ea rts of the peo 
pl© not right by reason of the con­ 
tam ination of races and a resultant 
low ering of the ideals of citizenship. 
“T he laws were not obeyed. 
The 
leaders had lost their pow ers. When 
th e law s ceased to reign the govern­ 
m ent resting upon that foundation 
com m enced to topple over. 
America 
is a governm ent of law s conceived 
and instituted by great leaders acting 
th ru th e consent of th© governed. 
The reign of laws m eans the rule or 
the people. 
The reign of the people 
does not always mean th e rule of the 
law — it too often m eans the mob or 
anarchy, 
“All great achievem ents have been 
instituted and won by th e leadership 
of m en who had acknow ledged high 
ideals. 
To find this class of men the 
w orld has for many centuries had to 
look m ainly to the N ordic race— the 
one great race before whom tyrants, 
anarchy and civic injustice have re­ 
treated. 
He rose up, as it "were, out 
of the N orth and Baltic seas and his 
descendants are found thinly scat­ 
tered in modified form throughout 
Europe, but the true type mainly in 
Britton and North America. 
He is 
described as tall of stature, oblong 
head and face and usually of the 
blonde type. 
In war he is best typi­ 
fied in Lord Nelson at Trafalgar, 
Wellington at Waterloo, Washington 
at Yorktown, and the unknown sol­ 
dier recently returned to the bosom 
of his country at Washington. 
Many 
writers and speakers have described 
that unknown soldier whom they did 
not see, or perhaps know, and every 
description adopted the lines of the 
typical Nordic or Anglo-Saxon race. 
He has throughout his history been 
found first to face the enem y where 
hum an justice was in peril— it was 
he th a t constituted the bulk of the 
volunteers in the Am erican army in 
the w orld war before th e draft— it 
was he th a t composed th e first divi­ 
sion th a t marched down fifth avenue, 
w ith its face set tow ard tow ard the 
enemy, with the little rounded for­ 
eign born Polish Jew and his type 
from E ast Side stood on the curb, 
clapped his hands and then went 
back to his shop and m any children. 
It was he. with his cousins of the 
B ritish Isles and his scattered kins­ 
men of Belgium and F rance who 
crashed thru the H indenburg lines. 
The doom of the H uns was sealed 
from the day the N ordices of the 
w orld joined hands 
“This great governm ent of ours is 
the child of the Nordic ace mostly of 
the Anglo-Saxan branch— it was con­ 
ceived in love, born in sacrifice and 
baptized in the blood of our forefath­ 
ers. 
The perpetuation of its institu­ 
tions rests mainly upon th e shoulders 
of the sons of the grandsires who 
brought it into life 
“The immediate ^an g ers confront­ 
ing us are those of conferring citi­ 
zenship on too many aliens of known 
inferior types, or breeding out as a 
result suicide to the Nordic or Anglo- 
Saxon, enhanced by the prolific ten­ 
dencies of the lower races. 
Madison 
Grant, one of the most em inent an­ 
thropologists of modern limes, sol­ 
emnly warns against this race ex­ 
termination in his wonderful book, 
"The Passing of a Great Race.”

the race vanishes oi r ideals and aims 
go with it. 
“ \ true republi' is administrator 
in the Interest of the whole commun­ 
ity. 
A pure democracy in its last 
analysis is the rule of the majority 
in it a own interests. 
A republic is 
the medium of selection for the tech­ 
nical task of government those best 
qualified by antecedents, character 
and education, in short, of experts. 
“Vox populi,” so far from being “vox 
dei.” thus too olte.i becomes an un­ 
ending wail for rights for a special 
class and never a chant of duty.
